;Th e admin istratio n in sists th at 
th ese co n cessio n s to So v iet n u meri­ 
cal su p erio rity in missiles are mo re 
th an o ffset by o u r lead in th e n u mber 
o f warh eads—th e mu ltip le, in de­ 
p en den tly targetable re-en try v eh i­ 
cles (MIRV) wh ich greatly au gmen t 
th e destru ctiv e p o ten tial o f a sin gle 
missile. 


Bu t MIRV tech n o lo gy is n o t co v ­ 
ered by th e agreemen t. Th e Ru s­ 
sian s may , an d u n do u btedly will, 
p ro ceed with all du e sp eed to bridge 
th e MIRV gap befo re th e en d o f th e 
fiv e-y ear sp an o f th e treaty . 
All o f wh ich cau ses th e Wall 
Street Jo u rn al to warn th at th e p act 
freezes o n ly th e areas in wh ich th e 
Ru ssian s h av e th e adv an tage, su ch 
as n u mber an d sizes o f lan d-based 
missiles, wh ile giv in g th em a ch an ce 
to catch u p in areas wh ere we h av e 
th e adv an tage, as in su bmarin es an d 
MIRV. 


Yet is th ere really su ch a th in g as 
an adv an tage o r a “lead” in th e su r­ 
realistic arith metic o f n u clear an n i­ 
h ilatio n ? 
Do es it really matter if o n e side 
h as two , th ree, fiv e, ten times as 
man y missiles an d-o r warh eads as 
th e o th er side, so lo n g as th e o th er 
side h as en o u gh to su rv iv e an y co n ­ 
ceiv able first strike an d to o bliterate 
th e attacker co u n try ? 
In deed, th ere is n o co n ceiv able 
lev el o f missile o r warh ead stren gth 
th at wo u ld abso lu tely gu aran tee 
kn o ckin g o u t an en emy in a su rp rise 
attack—an d ev en if th ere were, 
deadly fallo u t an d o th er en v iro n ­ 
men tal rep ercu ssio n s wo u ld ev en tu ­ 
ally affect th e “win n er.” 


Th e Ru ssian s realize th is. Sign ifi­ 
can tly , th e treaty freezes defen siv e 
missiles (ABMs) n o t fo r fiv e y ears 
bu t p erp etu ally . Th e Ru ssian s are 
n o w an d alway s will be defen seless 
again st a missile attack by u s. We 
are likewise defen seless again st a 
missile attack by th em. 
Th is, n o t wh o leads wh o m in mis­ 
siles, su bmarin es o r warh eads, is 
th e real basis fo r an arms limitatio n 
treaty wh ich , wh ile n o t p erfect an d 
wh ile n o t an iro n clad in su ran ce p o li­ 
cy , is a begin n in g th at p o in ts th e way 
to ward actu al disarmamen t so me­ 
time befo re th e en d o f th is war-filled 
cen tu ry .

He h as n o t o n ce in th e p ast 
y ear called su ch mo derates as Da­ 
v id Hall o f Oklah o ma o r Calv in 
Ramp to n o f Utah , All fo u r are u n ­ 
co mmitted. Th e sto ry is similar with 
o th er go v ern o rs su rv ey ed. 
“I h ear h e do esn ’t like to talk to 
p o litician s,” o n e o bserv ed wry ly . 
In div idu ally , mo st o f th e go v er­ 
n o rs may be in a p o sitio n to in flu ­ 
en ce th e Presiden tial electio n in 
th eir states. Co llectiv ely , h o wev er,

including South Vietnam. 
This is fascism? 
By constant reiteration that 
America is pre- or protofascist, 
America becomes fascist and 
all the scholarly qualifiers — 
like “incipient” or “preventa­ 
tive” or “not yet a fascist state 
in general” 
(or how about 
“ creeping 
fa scism ” ? )—get 
blurry 
and 
redundant. 
The 
transition is simple because 
any unpleasant or awful single 
event in America — say, the 
Attica jail riot and killings— 
can be transformed into living 
documentation that we now live 
in Amerika. Such demonology 
can so easily turn a doubtful 
future into a doubtless present. 
I think so, therefore it is. 
To suggest that America is 
fascist, or is going fascist, is to 
suggest that the American 
government, 
the 
political 
parties, the trade unions, the 
press and other media, and the 
majority of the people (or a 
large and strategic minority) 
are all either fascist or pre­ 
fascist—with the exception, of 
course, of the person who is 
making the accusation and his 
valiant band of true believers. 
Not to believe that the na­ 
tion’s elected leadership, the 
Pentagon, the power elite, the 
military-industrial complex are 
planning a fascist takeover is to 
demonstrate that one has been 
brainwashed into a state of 
political cretinism. To demand 
objective proof of such con­ 
scious plotting 
is 
to 
place 
oneself solidly in the camp of 
the enemy. The argument that 
there is a world of difference 
between 
a 
fascist plot 
(or 
“incipient fascism” ) 
and a 
R e p u b l i c a n 
p r e s i d e n t 
desperately anxious to be re­ 
elected, might elicit a grudging 
concession, 
“ Well, 
maybe 
Nixon hasn’t gotten there yet 
but give him time and you’ll 
see.” 
To have argued at length 
about the Big Lie of fascism in 
America may appear as a 
waste of time and energy. Yet 
this Big Lie is one of the most 
pervasive on the 
American 
campus today. Students who 
know little about Hitler or 
Mussolini or, for that matter, 
Stalin or Lenin, talk with much 
fluency and little knowledge 
about American fascism. It is 
already here, so no proof is 
necessary to substantiate its 
existence. 
I want to conclude with one 
final example of how pervasive 
is the Big Lie about fascism in 
America. 
Three Iowa public school 
pupils were suspended in 19G8 
by school authorities because 
they wore black armbands as a 
symbolic protest against U.S. 
politics in Vietnam. They took 
the case all the way to the 
Supreme Court, where the 
m ajority opinion held that 
under the First and Fourteenth 
amendments, the students had 
the right to wear the armbands. 
In an 
astounding 
piece of 
reductionist hyperbole, the 
Supreme Court said: “In our 
system, state-operated schools 
may 
not 
be 
enclaves 
of 
totalitarianism . School offi­ 
cials do not possess absolute 
authority over their students.” 
In other words, if the right of 
school 
authorities' to 
ban 
wearing of black armbands had 
been upheld, our public schools 
could now be quite properly 
called 
“ enclaves 
of 
totalitarianism.” What might 
happen to the education process 
if all students took to wearing 
armbands or other insignia as 
“symbolic 
speech” 
for 
dif­ 
ferent causes, is something 
which the court overlooked — 
but it could warn about schools 
becoming 
“ enclaves 
of 
totalitarianism.” 
The intellectual malady of 
our time has become infectious 
indeed when the contagion has 
spread even to such august 
precints as the Supreme Court 
of the United States.

Stassen not running 
Won' t oppose 
an incumbent 
Republican 


PHILDALPHIA (AP) - In 
case you haven’t noticed, Har­ 
old Stassen isn’t running for 
president this year. 
It’s not that the perennial 
candidate has lost the zest for 
battle, but rather because “I 
never run against a Republican 
incumbent—even if I disagree 
with him.” 
Stassen, now a Philadelphia 
lawyer who specializes in over­ 
seas American businesses, ad­ 
mitted 
that 
his 
“political 
strength is at a low ebb.” 
Asked if he would be a candi­ 
date were Richard M. Nixon 
not in the race, Stassen said, 
“That might be a different 
question.” 
His plans for the 1976 race 
are still up in the air. But he 
indicated that he might consid­ 
er a fifth try for the presidency 
“if I have the strength.” 
Stassen, 65, ran for and lost 
the 
Republican 
presidential 
nomination four times—in 1948, 
1952, 1964 and 1968. He also lost 
two Pennsylvania Republican 
gubernatorial primary fights 
and one Philadelphia mayoral- 
ry primary fight.

Though he 
lacks political 
clout, Stassen believes he can 
influence Republican policy. 
“You have to continue to 
battle for the views you hold 
within the party,” Stassen said. 
Some of his ideas, such as in­ 
creased 
contact 
with 
Red 
China, arms limitations and ne­ 
gotiations with the Soviet Un­ 
ion, all of which he said he first 
advocated as a foreign policy 
adviser to President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower, have been adopted 
by Republican policymakers. 
Although he hasn’t won an 
elective office since his three 
terms as governor of Minnesota 
from 1938 to 1943, he still sees 
the political arena as his first 
love. 
“I don’t spend much time 
thinking back,” Stassen said.

Any one can smile when all 
finesses work. When they all 
lose, even strong men weep, but 
sometimes really strong bridge 
play ers m anage to come out 
smiling. 
North has a very sound raise 
to two spades and there is 
nothing wrong with 
South’s 
jump to game. As a m atter of 
fact, there are those who might 
make some sort of mild slam 
try with the South hand. 
East wins the heart lead and 
returns a club. South makes his 
correct play , the 10, and West 
takes his jack. 
West leads his singleton 
trump. South picks up 
the 


trum ps and now has a chance to 
win the cry ing championship of 
the y ear. All he has to do is lead 
a second club and finesse the 
q ueen. West takes his king and 
returns the suit. 
Eventually South loses the 
diamond finesse and complains 
bitterly that while a lucky 
play er would make a slam , he 
is so unlucky that he can’t even 
make game. 
A good play er sitting South 
play s just the least bit dif­ 
ferently . He takes the diamond 
finesse first. It loses, but now 
the good play er cashes his ace 
of diamonds; enters dummy 
with a trum p; leads the jack of 
diamonds and watches the 10 
fall from the East hand. This 
establishes dum m y ’s nine and 
since the deuce of clubs has 
been discarded on the jack, the 
q ueen of clubs goes on the nine. 
There is no need to try that 
second club finesse and South 
makes his contract.
